LIFE NEAR SOUTH POLE 


Explorer Borchgrevink Tells of 


i 
His Experience There. 


EXCEEDED REOOBD OF ALL OTHEBB 


KM Spite of Many Hnrilnlilpii, He I« 


Aux!on» to Make Further Explora- 
tion* of tTnlcnowm Lund—I* Plan- 
ning Return Trip to the "Farthest 
Sowth." 
Back from the 'frozen south, after 


getting nearer to the pole by full 500 
miles than any other man, C. E. Borch- 
grevink, a Norwegian explorer, arrived 
in New .York the other day on Uie 
Etrurla of the Cunard line and ei- 
pressed his satisfaction by declaring 
that it felt like getting home. 


Although he and his associates have 


just returned from a year shut off 
from the rest of the -world on a bleak 
continent, \vind swept aud devoid of 
vegetation aud animal life, Le is even 
now planning for n return to the far 
south, not to break a record, but to ob- 
tain information which he believes will 
be of great value io tuo scientific -world. 


When seen by a reporter of the New 


York Herald, Mr. Borchgrevmk was 
comfortably at home at the Everett 
House. 
Although only a few hours 


ashore, be had unpacked his pictures 
and v.-as surrounded by the trophies of 
his long trip. Gazing at a. photograph 
of a limitless reach of snow arid Ice, he 
said: 


"Not even those adventurous souls 


•who have forced their %vay close to the 
north pole can conceive the dreariness 
of that great and unexplorable conti- 
nent that stretches away through the 
solid seas of the far south. It Is a fact 
that the cold id much greater in the 
south than in the north. I w ill not at- 
tempt to explain why, altbovgh I have 
a theory of my own. 


"It was uhnobt four years ago that I 


completed preparations for the voyage 
south. We arrived at the ice banks in 
February, 1S09. Ten of us lauded our 
Btorcs and supplies and then sent the 
ship Southern (.'rot-, back to remain a 
year in the waters about Australia. 
When wo took to our sledges we were 
2.000 rnilcb southeast of the Australian 
archipelago. The "Ho.iriug Forties," 
the most terrible facas known to the 
mariner, had been safely uavigute.il, 
and we had then the Iro'/.eu sea to 
cross before reaching that mysterious 
continent that lias been named South 
Victoria land. 


"Our party was made up of my eci- 


cul'Uc mail of Kit, two Laplanders ami 
u Norwegian sailor. Urn- ninety sledge 
dogs were all m tfood condition, anil 
we h'd food enough to last an Indef- 
inite 1 eiiod, so that I never thought of 
failure. There could be no failure, for 
the reason that I did not seek a record. 
No thought was given to previous ef 
forts. We were after results, and it 
made no difference to us -whether we 
went farther south lluui any other men 
hud done or not. As It happened, we 
did beat till records, but that \vas the 
least of our achievements. 
Wo ob- 


tained information thnt more than 
paid for the hardships Hint attended 
the trip. 


"Of courbc It has been known for 


sixty years that a great continent is at 
the south pule, but of its physical char- 
acteristics not a thing is known. Wo

THE ARK OF NOAH. 


An Ancient Tablet Tlu:( Gives am Kx« 


act Uc»«-'i'lj,(loji of It. 


A remarkable discovery lias been 


made in the British museum during the 
slow course of deciphering the cunei- 
form inscriptions on oarthern tablets 
found in the ruins of the- library of 
Asurbanipal the Magnificent, king of 
Assyria from CUS lo IGG before the day 
of Christ. 


The new find is thai of a tablet that 


lolls in details of Noah's ark, giving 
exact dimensions and enumerating the 
animals that were carried on it to sa\e 
thoin from tho deluge. 


The ancient record, predating even 


the ancient Asurbanipal's re-igu by no 
one knows how many centuries, trcals 
the matter not as legend, but as his- 
tory. 


According to tho dimensions given in 


the record, the bull of the ark was al- 
most exactly twice as long and more 
than ten times as widi1 us the Oceanic 
or the Collie, the two blggt-s.1 ships in 
the world today. 
Either of the two 


big ships when in drjdock towers eigh- 
ty feet from keel to Jnwcr deck. Tho 
deckhouse alor.e of tb<- r.rk, according 
to the tablets, was more than three 
imcs as high as that. 
So great was this deckhouse Ihat 


icithcr the Oceanic nor Celtic1 could ac- 
commodate it on th"ir hulls, for it 
ilone was -4(»> feet longer tluui either 
if these ships arc ou r all. 
The desi-nptioii of the ark as given 
n tlie tablets depicts it as having been 
i huge housohout in form. Thus the 
iresent and common conception of 
ivhat its appearance 'uas is identical 
v.itli Hint conveyed by (ho old record. 


According to tbo lijunos ghen in tho 
•; ilot, the ark would have drawn so 
ji'di water that she never could enter 
New York hnrbor, o\en in the highosl 
lido, when there are thirty-six foot of 
\v:iur clear. This fact serves to Rive 


graphic conc'iitlon of what tbo ex- 


leiu of tin- deluge must liavc been. 


The tablet, after jiivnif,' tho (limon- 
lons of I ho ark, goi't, on lo describe 
the arrangement of Ui" deoUio'.iso. 
There was nmple room mi < u r b sid* 
of tho deckhouse for niivnm ab nil, a 
space 1T.-0 ft el wide having been Uf't 
on each side ol' the craft Ix-lvwou Ihc 
deckhouse nnd the gunwale of the ark. 
At each end was a groat deck, \\horo 
the inmates rested during the day. 
One may suppose those two docks \\ oro 
similar in purpose, if not In f'.rni. to 
the promenade- decks on Ibo modern 
liners. 


The work of de-ciphering I ho inscrip 


lion has not boon completed, and only 
u partial li.sl of tho animals that won- 
carried has I icon madi- oul as jot. Tho 
inscription, as far as read, enumerates 
in the older given dromedaries, cam 
els, oxen, mules, asses, sheep, gouts, 
anleloiK's and rabbits as the niaininnl.s 
that were carried. Doves head tbo list 
of birds, then follow sv.allows and r:i 
voiis. 


All tbis agrees with the account o! 


tho building and voyago of tho :irk as 
given iu the Bible except tbo order in 
which the birds are named.—SVashing- 
ton Tost.

A.LAKE OF SALT. 


<)•• •< **« W««€«r» of **« 


One of the most remarkable geo- 


jraphical districts In the United States 
Is the great Colorado desert Ln south- 
eastern California. It covers a tcrrl- 
;ory about 140 miles long and 70 miles 
wide and is absolutely bore of vegeta- 
tion. The traveler to whom it is known 
never ventures to cross it, as the at- 
tempt means almost certain death. It 
,s even difficult to get the Indians, who 
ire perfectly familiar with it, to enter 
it during the summer. The dried had- 
es of horses and human beings have 
oi'ten been found as well preserved 
irorn decay as ancient mummies. 


And yet at one point in this vast ex- 


panse of barrenness there is a crystal 
.ake as pure ami white as driven snowl 
In the center of a wide valley 2SO feet 
below the level of the gulf of Califor- 
nia there lies a sea of solid salt. Dur- 
ng the day this vast deposit, stretching 
away for miles, gleams in dazzling 
whiteness, its scintillating crystals re- 
flecting the rajs of the sun like virgin 


m-. As the sun goes doii n it takes 


on hues of crlmbon and gold of marvel- 
ous beaut>. To those approaching it 
it night it seems as If a miracle had 
been wrought. The spotless whiteness 
extends to the horizon, and in places 
the salt is piled up in great heaps like 
veritable snowdrifts, 


Ages ago this entire desert was part 


ot the gult of Calilornia, but the halt 
is not that left by the ancient &ea. It 
s the deposit of springs that are ever 
running down from the distant moun- 
tains,. The wilt is spread over a great 
aiea, and to make it merchantable it is 
only necessary to colUct and dry it. 
L^ually aitllicinl heat is necessary to 
diy the pio'luct of salt mines, as it 
contains a large amount of moistiue, 
but the Intense heat of this desert is 
all that is lequired. 


The method uf collecting the salt is 


to plow it up by Ktoani, each plow cut- 
ting a furrow b feet wide and (1 Inchon 
deep. One plow will cut and gather TOO 
tons per day, which gives some adequate 
i<lea of the numcnbity of the deposit. 
A raihoad bus been built out into the 
lake, and the salt is loaded directly on 
the cars. Thousands of tons are piled 
up lic-ie and there in little mountains. 


The temperature of the lake In sum- 


mer is 350 degrees, and it would be hn- 
po'-slble for white men to work in it 
find live, but the Coabuila Indians en- 
dure it without apparent 111 effects.— 
Youth's Companion.

Waking is the natural out- 
growth of sleep. Adult life is the dee- 
tiny of babies successfully reared. 
Health follows upon sickness if the re- 
cuperative powers are ail right, and 
then we throw physic to the dogs. 
President McKinley, during the greater 
part of his public career an extreme 
protectionist, became in the lutcr years 
of his life a tariff reformer by convic- 
tion. In his belief the policy of pro- 
tection bad done its work; inoro than 
that, it had in the changed and chang- 
ing conditions become an obstruction 
to our industrial dc-\elopiuerit. The 
home market which it had enabled our 
manufacturers to seize, hold and sup- 
ply was secure. !N"ow our concern was 
about foreign markets for the immense 
surplus product. 
They are essential 


to our prosperity, and the Dinglcy tar- 
iff wall towers right across the road 
that leads to the possession of them. 


It ^as not the political habit of Mr. 


McKinley to astonish bis fellow meii 
by abrupt re\ersals of policy. He pre- 
ferred to move forward to a new posi- 
tion smoothly and gradually so that 
no one should percehe that he had 
abandoned the old. The language of 
his Buffalo speech was soft a'nd skill 
fill, but it deceived no experienced pro 
tectionist. It did not deceive Senator 
Hale. The powerful interests, bournj 
fed and selflbU, that captured the reci- 
procity convention and turned it into a 
Ulngley rally were not deluded for a 
single instant.

Why Is tlic Attorney General Dumb 


ou a Lending; Trust Question ' 


Republicans can but weakly defend 


United States Attorney General Kuox 
for his absolute failure to reply to the 
'juestion asked by a joint committee of 
the Antitrust league and the Knights 
of Labor regarding action to be taken 
against the unlawful trusts, says the 
St. Louis Republic. 


The point at issue is not that of 


whether the attorney general of the 
United States should prosecute the 
trusts or leave prosecution to tho vari- 
ous states of 1ho Union. 
The joint 


committee \\hose letter has remained 
unanswered by the attorney general 
since September last asked Mr. Kuos 
"ivhat his conclusions were in regard 
to the petition requesting action by the 
department of justice against certain 
unlawful trusts." 


Ncr is the Republican contention jus- 


tified which takes the position that tho 
attorney general should not be required 
to place himself on record in this mat- 
ter. Mr. Kuox himself did not dare to 
take this position. 
Ho -wrote to the 


joint committee of the Antitrust league 
and the Knights of Labor, "I will ex- 
amine these papers with care at as 
early a date as possible and communi- 
cate to you my conclusion." 
Though 


the attorney general's letter was writ- 
ten Sept, 11, 1001, ho has not yet "com- 
municated his conclusion" on tho vital 
point at issue. 


The joint committee of the Antitrust 


league and the Knights of Labor bavo 
cause to complain of United States At- 
torney General Knox's neglect of his 
plain duty. 
The matter concerning 


which they aaked for information is 
one of paramount importance in this 
country. The attorney general knew 
that it was his uuty to answer the 
question asked by tho joint committee, 
lie testified to this knowledge of duty 
In his letter of Sept. 11,1001, and there- 
after he paid no further attention to 
tho performance of his duty, for which 
reason the joint committee Is again 
calling the attorney general's attention 
to the matter. Why did Mr. Knox re- 
main silent? Why Is he so loath to an- 
nounce ''hla conclusion with regard to 
the petition requesting action by the 
department of justice against certain 
unlawful trusts," which petition was 
filed with him by the joint committqe 
of the Antitrust league and the Knights 
of Labor on Sept. 0, 1001?

This pernicious partner is monopoly, 


or call it by what name you please, 
charter, franchise, protective tariff, fa- 
vorable location, any special privilege 
whatsoever. 


Since the beginning of economic his- 


tory it has been monopoly that has 
oppressed the masses aim taken from 
them their just Ii\injr. 


In old times kings cither kept monop- 


olies in their own hands as a means of 
squoezing money from the people's la- 
bor or ga\e them to their favorites. 


In modern times monopolies are got 


and Kept by partial legislation or by 
actual bribery of pailiamonts. .senates, 
congresses, legislatures and city coun- 
cils. 


Monopolies give the power of amass- 


ing wealth so easily and effectively 
that they have always been sought 
after. They have boon sought after so 
eagerly that hum.in nature has not 
been able to resist the foulness of any
